1. The minutes of the 4 January 1961 meeting were approved as written. 

2, The types of changes (Attachment) and specific procedures for 1 revising 
the ISC were then discussed. 

3° Mrs. Young questioned whether seme of the recent revisions requested by 
the Air Ibrce were counter to the philosophy of the ISC, e.g. , repetition 
of subject breakdowns under types of aircraft in lieu of modifiers. 

Mr. Stein explained that the adde^codes obviated the need for repetitive 
coding and phrasing in their System. This was illustrated by 

explaining the coding require^men^everal types of aircraft were listed 
in one report. 

4. There was a lengthy discussion whether revisions to the ISC sight at 
times need tobedictated by the exigencies of machine systems (e.g., 
phrasing in It was admitted that although this is contrary 

to true classiricatiolOJieo-Ty the Subcommittee would have to be guided 
in some cases by machine techniques. 
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5* Mr* Stein stated that the notation In the final edition of the ISC was 
not jure hierarchy and was contrary to the original philosoph y of the 
code. The group was reminded, however, that in adopting the HiHH 
Report for the notation, a laodified hierarchy was accepted. T^eferencis - 
C0DIB-ISC-M-5, dated l6 July 1959)- It was pointed out that on page ii:L 
of the Introduction to the ISC the notation scheme is described as a 
modified hierarchical system* 

6. The following revision procedure was agreed upon subject to approval of 
the CODIB: 

a. Bach member reviews suggested changes proposed by his Agency to 
determine if needed and why. 

b. Forwards change to CIA, Chief, Document- Division, i)CR for- preliminary 
coordination with the nasabers mostly concerned. 

c. After informal coordination, passes to Chairman, Subcommittee on 
Classification, who forwards copies to al l members , 

d. Memb ers advise the Chairman within 30 days If they have any 
objections to proposed change and if so, why. 

e. If no objections by members, the change will be included in a 
quarterly amendment. If objected to, the change will be put on 
the agenda for a Subcommittee meeting so that dlff(*rence$ may be 

resolved. 

f. Members will maintain control of revisions used prior to issuance 
of quarterly amendment so appropriate adjustments can be made if 
any proposed revisions sire not approved.

1. Simple addition - new code to take care of desired allocation for 

specific retrieval; cannot be taken care of by 
using a modifier. 

2. Simple deletion - because another code is added. 

3- Modifier addition. 

4. Modifier deletion. 

5. Modifier change in rules for application and cross reference. 

6. Change of code definition. 

7. Change of code rule (subject; area). 

8. Change of code inclusions note. 

9* Change of code "see also” note. 

10. Revision to take care of procedural requirement . 

11. Revision to take care of machine requirement. 

12. Alphabetical Index to ISC. 1 

13* Area Classification Code. 
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
